Despite Illness 


NEW YORK (AP)—Former 
President Herbert Hoover re­ 
mains “strong and alai de­ 
spite his age and illness,’’ and 
his kidney b l e e d i n g has 
stopped, his doctors report. 
The latest medical bulletin, 
issued Tuesday night, said that 
Hoover, 89, had spent “a rather 
restless day due to respiratory 
breathing difficulty.” 
“His temperature is lower. 
His blood pressure remains 
normal. His heart beat is some­ 
what rapid, but the rhythm is 
normal and there is no evi­ 
dence of heart failure,” said 
the bulletin from Hoover’s ho­ 
tel suite at the Waldorf Towers. 
There were no immediate 
{dans to move the nation’s 31st 
president to a hospital. 
The announcement Tuesday 
that Hoover was seriously ill 
followed by 18 months an op­ 
eration he underwent at Co­ 
lumbia Presbyterian Medical 
Center to remove a cancerous 
tumor from his intestinal tract.

COURT RULES 
L A N D L O R D S 
CAN BE SUED 


The Adams County Court to­ 
day handed down an opinion 
ruling that the owners of tho 
structure housing the Hercules 
Alclor Chemical Co. at Seven 
Stars must face the action in 
equity brought against them 
and the company by a number 
of Seven Stars residents and 
property owners. 
John D. Settle and Robert 
H. Shull, owners of the building, 
had claimed they should not be 
sued because, while landlords, 
they were out of possession and 
control of the building and thus 
not liable for damages caused 
by acts of the tenant. 
The court noted that Settle 
and Shull had leased their pack­ 
ing shed at Seven Stars to 
Hercules for five years begin­ 
ning January I, 1961, for use as 
a plant for the production of 
aluminum chloride. 
SEEK DAMAGES 
According to the court's opin­ 
ion. “the plaintiffs alleged op­ 
eration of the plant has resulted 
in loud and offensive noises, the 
emission of aluminum chloride 
fumes with an offensive odor 
and the creation of aluminum 
oxide and hyrdochloric arid In 
the atmosphere which has dam­ 
aged their properties, caused 
physical ailments to them ami 
their families, 
and deprived 
them of the peaceful enjoyment 
of their homes and reduced the 
sale and rental value of their 
real estate. They seek an in­ 
junction against Hercules and 
a j u d g m e n t for damages 
against all defendants." 
In its six-page opinion, the 
court noted that there are no 
Pennsylvania 
authorities 
di­ 
rectly to the point. A number of 
opinions of other courts are 
quoted, stating In effect that 
quoted, stating in effect that. 
when the tenant carries on an 
activity which had not been 
contemplated in the lease, the 
landlord is not liable, hut that 
when the activity carried on la 
that contemplated, or approval 
for such acts Is implied in the 
lease, then the landlord also be­ 
comes liable. 
The county court said; "In 
the present case the landlords 
did not lease premises in such 
a condition that the lawful use 
then would naturally produce 
injury to the plaintiffs, but it ii 
alleged that they leased the 
premises for a purpose which 
they should have known would 
naturally produce that result 
Therefore a good cause of ac­ 
tion has been pleaded." 
The order of court overruling 
the landlord’s preliminary ob­ 
jections directs them to file an 
answer to the original com­ 
plaint within 20 days of this 
date.

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Greek Leader 
To Increase 
Cyprus Force

NICOSIA. Cyprus (AP)—Plans 
by President Makarios to in­ 
crease his Greek Cypriot secu­ 
rity force and disarm all irregu­ 
lars on Cyprus has injected an 
explosive new issue into the cri­ 
sis in the eastern Mediterra­ 
nean. 
The Greek Cypriot president 
said his order Tuesday to cre­ 
ate a special 5,000-man police 
force was designed “not only 
for the island’s security and re­ 
turn to normality, but also to 
face any other unpleasant situa­ 
tion.” 
In a move obviously aimed at 
the Tiirkish Cypriot minority op­ 
posing his Greek Cypriot re­ 
gime, Makarios said any Cypri­ 
ot carrying arms illegally would 
be disarmed and anyone at­ 
tempting to import arms “ will 
be prosecuted.” 
TURKS CHALLENGE 
Turkish Cypriots immediately 
challenged the constitutionality 
of the order, which would raise 
the legal Greek Cypriot armed 
strength to nearly 7,000 men, 
about the sue of the British 
peacekeeping force on Cyprus. 
The Turkish Cypriots said that 
under the constitution the spe­ 
cial force would have to be 
made up of OO per cent Greek 
Cypriots and 40 per cent Tur­ 
kish Cypriots. 
Greek Cypriot officials said 
Turkish Cypriots would be wel- 
' come to join the force if they 
swear allegiance to the Makari­ 
os government and promise to 
defend 
the 
island’s 
independ­ 
ence aid territorial integrity. 
Maj. Gen. K. M. Carver, com­ 
mander of the British peace­ 
keeping force, termed Makarios* 
order “a very clever docu­ 
ment** He said it could be in­ 
terpreted as a move to deprive 
persons in control of private 
armed forces of power, or a 
move to immobilize the Turk­ 
ish Cypriot police by disarming 
•very one. 
ARM CIVILIANS 
Since fighting broke out be* 
tween Greek and Turkish Cypri­ 
ot in December, thousands of 
civilians have armed to form 
vigilante groups. 
Tho Greek Cypriots outnum­ 
ber the Turkish faction 4 to I, 
end their armed irregulars have 
been estimated to number as 
many aa 30,000 men and women. 
The legal armed strength of the 
Greek Cypriots numbers 1,300 
police and 270 army troops.

SWAP TIPS ON 
MANAGEMENT 


Chemicals for thinning and weed 
control were recommended by 
speakers Monday evening at an 
orchard 
management 
meeting 
hold by the county Extension Serv­ 
ice at Biglerville High School. 
George Schrrver, Bendersville, 
said his 15 years of experience 
with chemical weed control led 
him to believe it is a help in orch­ 
ard management. Experiments he 
made in various orchards sections 
showed that trees about which 
weeds were permitted to grow 
were eight to ten inches shorter 
and smaller all around than the 
trees in the test sits from which 
weeds were cleared. 
He held 
that the experiments showed that 
“weeds around the free do rob 
the tree and hold them back.” .He 
sprays a three-foot area around 
the trees and prefers a boom-type 
sprayer, he said. 
Fremont Kuntz, Gardners R. 2, 
reported success over a six-year 
period with chemical thinning. 
The process, he said, seems to 
work best on Golden Delicious 
and York Imperial. He placed 
chemical thinners on 125 acres of 
fruit in 1963, and plans to use it 
on 150 acres this year. “Most im­ 
portant is to cover the tree as 
thoroughly with the thinner as 
you would with any other spray,” 
he beld. 
ON FROST CONTROL 
Thomas 0. Oyler, Gettysburg 
R. 3, reported on “Frcsi Protec­ 
tion." He said he bad used old 
cans, drums and old tires as 
heaters in his orchards during 
frost and found none satisfactory, 
because the fires went out too 
quickly. He now uses commercial 
orchard heaters, places one heat­ 
er for every two trees and said he 
gets good temperature control, 
since the fires burn seven or eight 
hours when needed. Cost of fuel 
oil to heat ll acres of orchards 
last year was about $630 
John F. Peters, Gardners R. D., 
spoke on site selection, and said 
that when picking an orchard 
site “the most effective use of 
the site for the next 25 years” 
must be considered. Cherry and 
peach frees, he said, should be 
planted on lighter soil, pears and 
ikons on heavier soils, apples 
can adapt to any soil. Topography 
should be considered in order to 
get air drainage to prevent frost, 
he said. He added: “The last few 
acres devoted to orchard might 
better be used for a farm pond. 
If trees are planted it could create 
a larger frost pocket.” He sug­ 
gested consideration of sites in 
relation to spreading out the har­ 
vest time. Trees on the sunny side 
of a slope produce fruit a week 
or two ahead of those on a shady 
side of a hill. 
HIAR RSU EXPERTS 
Clair Winand, Aspers, spoke on 
interplanting, soil testing and use 
of cover crops. 
Reporting 
he 
plants trees 60 to the acre, he 
held that where possible new tre.s 
are planted in old orchards as the 
ok) trees are about to go out, thus 
the old trees are cut away as 
the new trees develop and the 
orchard never goes out of produc­ 
tion. He reported using soil test­ 
ing to fertilize in accordance with 
needs and listed the mixture of 
graces he uses for a cover crop. 
Dr. Cart Haeseler and Dr. Car) 
Bittier, from Pennsylvania State 
University, summarized the talks, 
Bitner also reported on experi­ 
ments in leaf analysts at the state 
university and showed slides de­ 
picting the methods used for soil 
samples.

BEEF CATTLE 
DAY IS HELD 


“To a large extent the old 
saying is true — you make your 
profit the day you buy your cat­ 
tle for feeding.” Adams County 
livestock raisers were told Tues­ 
day afternoon at the annual 
Beef Cattle Day program held 
by the county extension associa­ 
tion in the Moose Home, York 
St. 
Robert Heilbron, president of 
the Livestock Exchange of the 
Lancaster Stockyards, told the 
farmers “Marketing is still the 
most important thing in live­ 
stock raising — at both ends. 
When you go to buy stock to 
feed make preparations before 
hand to know what you want. 
Get in the mood to buy. Your 
profit will be determined large­ 
ly by what you buy. At the oth­ 
er end, study your method of 
marketing to get the most from 
the cattle you have fed. No mat­ 
ter whether you sell through a 
terminal market or at auction 
or to individual buyers, study 
the situation first, 
and then 
when you sell know the people 
you are dealing with.” 
Thomas King, extension spe­ 
cialist from Pennsylvania State 
University, told the farmers to 
“look over your operation be­ 
fore going into a lot of expense 
building for expansion. Study 
first what you have in the line 
of buildings and facilities. You 
may be able to expand your cat­ 
tle feeding without any extra 
building.” He told the farmers

“should not cost more than $100 
a head, and try to hold it down

The first minutes were read by 
Borough Manager Roger Keefer 
as part of a 30-minute centennial 
observance of the founding of the

Rev. William R. Jones reac 
an historical paper prepared by 
Lynn Keeler, a Freshman at 
Pennsylvania State University, be­ 
fore a group cf approximately 25 
local residents who attending the 
meeting in the borough building.

He pointed 
out that fire underwriters re­ 
quire a supply to provide 1,750 
gallons per minute for six hours 
for fire purposes. He said the 
p r o p o s e d 350,000-gallon tank 
would provide gravity flow to 
the three critical areas of the 
borough, which include the busi­ 
ness section, an industrial area 
at Lumber and Railroad Sts.

STUNNING RING 
UPSET TURNED 
IN DY G. CLAY 


MIAMI BEACH (AP) — For 
maybe the millionth time, he 
opened his mouth wide and 
screamed, “I am the greatest,” 
but now no good-natured guf­ 
faws came back at Cassius Clay 
—only applause. 
The Louiiville Lip, who had 
been regarded by many as more 
of a comedian than a fighter, 
had just pulled one of the most 
stunning ring upsets of all time 
by stopping Sonny Liston, the 
brutish heavyweight champion, 
on a seventh round technical 
knockout. 
And the handsome Clay was 
hysterical with excitement as he 
walked into an interview room 
to talk with newsmen. Most of 
them had picked Liston to knock 
out the young challenger in an 
early round. Some even called 
the match a hoax. 
CLOSE TO TEAR9 
“I just played with him,” 
Gay bellowed, and this time his 
words were not those of a bally­ 
hoo artist, but a real champ. 
He seemed close to tears of 
Joy. 
He belittled 
the ex-champ 
who, until Tuesday, had been 
considered one of Ute most ter­ 
rifying fighters ever to climb 
into a ring. 
“That ugly old bear never got 
In a good lick,” laughed Clay, 
a seemingly hopeless underdog 
who had befuddled the ominous 
Liston with his dancing ring 
style, drained him of his confi­ 
dence, and beat him four rounds 
out of six before Liston quit with 
a shoulder injury. 
“ SUCH AN AMATEUR” 
“If he wants a rematch, he 
can have it, but I don’t think 
he’s gonna want it. 
"He was such an amateur he 
ought to have to work his way 
back up. I want Doug Jones and 
Eddie Machen.” 
From the ring where 
he 
scored his remarkable triumph, 
boxing’s wonder boy went di 
redly to his dressing room for 
a wild, tearful greeting by mem 
hers of his family and his asso­ 
ciates. When the bedlam quiet­ 
ed, he went to meet reporters 
un showered and wearing his 
ring robe. 
Still 
shaken with emotion, 
Clay called out: 
"Look at me! I’m still pretty! 
But Liston’s face is burning. I 
hurt him so bad he had to go 
to a hospital.” 
Efforts were made to ask him 
questions, but it was impossible 
to get a word in as he jabbered 
on. 
'You reporters made it hard 
on me,” he cried. "Never make 
me an underdog. Nobody but a 
fool would want to fight me. 
And you can’t call it a fix,” 
he added. "I didn’t stop it. The 
doctor did. 
HOOTED DOCTOR 
“Who is the greatest?” he 
called. After the question had 
been 
repeated 
three 
times, 
some newsmen chimed in to his 
satisfaction. “You are!” 
Several times, Clay walked 
away from the microphone, but 
he kept coming back, wanting to 
get some more steam out of his 
system. 
He hooted at a Miami Beach 
Boxing Commission doctor’s re­ 
port that be was "scared to 
death” when he put on a frantic 
show at the weigh-in. 
"I wasn’t scared,” be shout­ 
ed. He didn’t need to say this 
to newsmen who had seen him 
look straight into Liston’s cobra­ 
like stare when they first faced 
in the ring, then go so far as to 
clown with the champion at 
times, with his arms straight 
down at his sides. 
“Who was scared?” he called. 
"I am the king. I can fight for­ 
ever. I can waste eight rounds 
of energy at a weigh-in and still 
win.”

By WILL GRIMSLEY 
Associated Press Sports Writor 
MIAMI BEACH (AP)—Cas­ 
sius Clay, the fascinating Louis­ 
ville blowhard who proved his 
fists talk as loud as his words 
is the new king of tho heavy­ 
weights and the boxing world 
still buzzed today over the bi­ 
zarre events that led to the de­ 
thronement of the champion 
who couldn’t lose, Sonny Liston. 
The bull-strong, tiger-mean 
Liston yielded his crown while 
slumped ingloriously in his cor­ 
ner between the sixth and sev­ 
enth rounds, blood gushing from 
a gash under his left eye and his 
left shoulder in severe pain. 
INJURES SHOULDER 
It went into the books es a 
seventh round technical knock­ 
out—one of the most astounding 
ring upsets of all time but OM 
that left the millions of fans 
pondering 
unanswered 
ques­ 
tions. 
How did it happen? When did 
it happen? Why didn't Listen, 
the awesome ring killer, demok- 
ish the loquacious Kentuckian es 
he had done to his other rivals 
in the last three years? 
Liston was rushed to the St. 
Francis Hospital where eight 
physicians subjected him to a 
3H-hour series of X-rays and 
other examinations. 
SEPARATION, TEAR" 
The group issued a statement 
which said the champion had 
suffered an injury of the left 
shoulder which prevented him 
from defending himself. 
The statement said these wee 
“separation and a tear af 
muscle fibers” with some bleed­ 
ing, but gave no other details. 
Liston, dressed in a red shirt 
and slacks, pushed his way out 
of the hospital without com­ 
ment. His aides said he planned 
to go to his Miami Beach tem­ 
porary home and would maim 
no statement immediately. 
His purse from the gate at­ 
tendance had been ordered beld 
up by the Miami Beach Boxing 
Commission pending outcome of 
the doctors’ examination. 
INJURED TRAININGf 
Jack Nilon, the ex-champion's 
adviser, saki Liston wrenched 
his shoulder in training but that 
the two of them decided to try 
to bluff their way through "be­ 
cause we thought wo could get 
away with it.” 
Nilon pointed out that Liston 
stopped boxing six days before 
the fight but others recalled that 
Sonny showed no signs of an ail­ 
ment in other phases of training 
and even declared himself "in 
the best shape ever.” 
This was just one of the many 
contradictory aspects of tho 
bout, which was a financial flop 
at the gate with 8,000 paying 
only $400,000 for the privilege of 
watching — half of tho figure 
needed to break even. 
ALMOST BESEEK ' 
Clay, the exultant, hysterical 
and almost berserk new cham­ 
pion, himself sought to eras# 
any stigma from his spectacu­ 
lar victory even before any had 
been officially cast. 
Unsettled by the ringing boce 
that 
rocked 
the 
arena, 
ho 
screamed to all within earshot: 
‘This was no fix. I closed both 
of his eyes. He didn’t touch 
me. I didn't stop the fight. The 
doctors did.” 
Seasoned boxing writers, ac­ 
customed to all sorts of weird 
occurrences in this sometimes 
sordid sport, were seeking an­ 
swers to questions which they 
said left them befuddled. 
Why wasn’t Liston, the sullen 
destroyer who twice put away 
former champion Floyd Patter­ 
son in the first round, able to 
unleash the same devastating 
punching power on the fast but 
supposedly vulnerable Clay? 
PISES QUESTIONS 
In the fifth round, when Clay 
came out at the bell blink­ 
ing and groping his way around 
the ring, as if half-blinded, why 
wasn’t the desposed champion 
able to nail hire with his fistful 
of dynamite? 
Even if his shoulder was pain 
ful, why didn’t Liston, a brute 
of a man, try to bull his way 
through, waiting for perhaps a 
lucky punch, against a fighter 
renowned as a powder-puff hit­ 
ter? 
Doesn’t this amazing develop­ 
ment set the stage tar a return 
bout, which might set financial 
records yet undreamed of in the 
sport?

Lary never recovered from a 
sore arm he suffered in 1962 
and, as a result, spent some 
time in the minor leagues 
Knoxville of the Sally League to 
be exact. 
Before leaving. Lary was 0-2 
with Detroit. After winning sev­ 
en of nine games at Knoxville, 
he returned to the Tigers and 
finished with an over-all mark 
of 4-9 and a 3.38 earned run av­ 
erage.

That, of course, was far be­ 
low the standards he set in 1956 
when he won 21 and lost 13 and 
in 1961 when he was 23-9. His 
new contract slightly reflects 
that fact, reportedly calling for

on the disabled list with his 
sore arm.

WASHINGTON (A P )-It’s be­ 
coming more of a puzzle than 
a war. 
Nobody in this government, 
past or present, has given the 
American people a cold, factual 
report on what’s happening or 
what’s in store in South Viet 
Nam. 
Various 
official 
state­ 
ments create confusion. 
South Viet Nam, after eight 
years of help from the United 
States in its war with the Red 
guerrillas of North Viet Nam, 
apparently is losing ground. 
SITUATION WORSI 
This country has over 15,000 
troops there, supposedly as ad­ 
visers although some have been 
killed in the front lines, and has 
pumped in over $5 billion in aid 
Here are some points that 
puzzle Americans and probably 
Vietnamese, too: 
Why haven’t the latter done 
more to win? Can they ever do 
better? 
Is this country just 
going to go on rocking along 
with them? Will it finally give 
up and pull out? Or will it try 
to step up the war? 
South Viet Nam has had three 
governments since October but 
the situation is worse now than 
before: 
President Ngo Dinh Diem, 
who was in charge eight years 
but not successfully, was killed 
when a military junta took over 
in a coup. The junta was thrown 
out in a new coup by Maj. Gen. 
Nguyen Khanh. 
REPORTS DISAGREEMENT 
Last Jan. 27 Secretary of De 
fense Robert S. McNamara told 
Congress 
the 
situation 
was 
grave.” The next day he said 
“I am encouraged by the prog 
ress of the past two weeks.” 
Last week Congress released 
more of what he said: That even 
if the war does not go well we 
should 
still 
withdraw 
most 
American troops by 1165. He 
said the Vietnamese had the 
primary responsibility for win 
ning the war. 
Over the weekend one report 
from Washington said there was 
division between the Defense 
Department and the State De­ 
partment on what to do. It said 
some State Department officials 
felt McNamara’s statement on 
pulling out was bad public re­ 
lations because it might en 
encourage the Communists. 
URGES NEUTRALIZATION 
Also last week Sen. 
Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, the Dem­ 
ocrats’ Senate leader, applaud 
ed McNamara’s pull-out idea 
and 
urged 
consideration 
of 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle’s proposal to neutralize 
Viet Nam. 
Neutralization 
has 
hazards, 
too. It could be interpreted sim 
ply as an American face-saving 
device for pulling out of a tough 
situation. Neutralization, once 
the Americans were gone, might 
open the door for a Communist 
take-over of all Viet Nam. 
Then last Friday President 
Johnson saki this country will 
continue to honor its commit­ 
ment to South Viet Nam to help 
it fight communism. 
ADDS A PUZZLE 
Previously he bad seemed to 
dismiss De Gaulle's neutraliza­ 
tion idea but at another time he 
laid he would look with sympa­ 
thy on neutralization of all Viet 
Nam, North and South. 
But Johnson added something 
else which was truly a puzzle. 
Pointing to those “outside en­ 
emies” who direct “terror and

schools. 
A resolution adopted Feb. 17 
by the school would require that 
a 15-minute period be set aside 
each day for reading of the Bible 
as a “literary and historical” 
document. 
The resolution replaced earli­ 
er action by the board leaving 
Bible reading and recitation of 
the Lord’s Prayer up to the dis­ 
cretion of the individual teach­ 
ers. 
GIVEN GUARANTEE 
Snavely’s attorney. Gerald H. 
Goldberg, claimed the new res­ 
olution was a “legal device to 
continue Bible reading which 
has been forbidden by the U.S. 
Supreme Court.” 
Attorney H. Ober Hess of 
Philadelphia, representing the 
board, assured the court Bible 
reading has been discontinued 
while the resolution is under 
study.

Maihl of Pittsfield, Mass., a 
faculty member of Berkshire 
Community College and a for­ 
mer member of the Lightning 
Protection Committee of the 
baltimore Gas A Electric Co., 
testified that he was riding on 
Maryland Route 95 when he saw 
an enormous flashing,” then 
a small orange spot which 
grew larger. Then I noticed it 
was a plane which seemed to 
be a mile away.” 
Retired Air Force Brig. Gen. 
Benjamin G. Willis of Newark, 
Del., testified he saw four light­ 
ning flashes, "then I saw the 
airplane in flames . . . the glow 
was like a flat sheet of flames 
and the lightning was almost si­ 
multaneous with the glow.”

About five 
more months of testing is ached 
vied. 
The council also asked the 
FAA to furnish it with data col­ 
lected from the testa already 
conducted. 
Oklahoma City was selected 
for the tests because it is the 
home of the FAA’* aeronautic 
a1 center and Tinker Air Force 
Base.
